To mest the
emergency the Kepublivan Governor (Baker)
has issued & oall for new elections to fill the
places of the geceding members in time for a
pew mesting of the Leglslatars on the lst of
April, the main idea being the ratification of
gaid fifteenth smend ment.

Itturns out
that Publio opinion, which is worth a states-
man's heed, might have been useful also to
General Grant. It turns out that a knowledge
of the laws might bave helped him in
charging his promisge to execute the laws.

But why did these blind leadsra persist in
dragging op their blind man desper into the
mire. The Tribune bailed Mr. Stewart as the

Btewart in so false aud absord a situation
vould not possibly have or keep the publie
covfidence?! Were he, a8 Bevretary, to sell
gold or adopt any wmeasurs which should
depresg the foreign exchaoge, and thereby
cuuge, 88 80 oftsn has happened, a fall in
imported or exported commodities sud an
fvterraption in the coarses of indnstry aod
trade—ocsnnot he see, cannot everybody ses,
that all men who were damaged in their
interests thereby wounld have gaid that Mr.
Stewart was bnyiog gold or exchapge and
trying to buy it cheap !

If, ou the other band he wera to allow the
rate of exobange te rise, wonld not every man
whose interest was in ita fall have felt and
suid that Mr. Stewart, haviog got his ex-
chavge, was now putting up his goods which
were yet to be sold ?

And though Mr. Stewart were to reap
profita only from his business for the mext
four years, a8 it wonld be hard to praveut his

For, were those profits small,
rival merchants would suffer by his nunder-
seiling them, and he wounld draw astill larger
gtream of onstom to his bazaars to increase
mightily his subsequent profits, The Tribune
praised its own businesd sagacity & year or two
ago in roooing its establishment a twelve-
month at ne profic, and doabtless the policy
was BARAClOUs,

On the other hand, were the profits of Mr,
Btewart's business large and the sums be-
stowed upon our charities considerable, would
Le bave no interest, direct or indirect, in such
& world-wide advertisement of his liberality
avd wealth 7 Six milliops in four years, if it
went to his bauk scconnts, conld ueither in-
crence the sum of his present luxuries or conm-
forts, nor the pepnlar awe hefore such opu-
lence. Bat thus bestowed, it wounld aggran-
dize his real possessions, and confer upon him
gomwething wherein no other hnman bslug’s
“interest’’ could egual his—pamely, & fame
Lieside whioh John Jacob Astor's; Smithson’s,
snd Peabody's would pale, and which he, like
Peabady, would be living to epjoy. Mr.
HStewanrt's “interest’’ in his private proflis for
four years would beinsignificant besids his in-
terest iu anch public muonilivence.

Yeét wa wonld not dogmatize on the law of
1780, Mr. Stewart at least knew enongh when
Lis trounble was manifest to geek and bs guided
by competent legal advisers, even if his letler
to the President stigmatizes the disabilities as
“technioal’” which they deemed insuperable.
